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FiaUERIES REG ULATIONS. 

1'lie Icttci- signed "Merchant" in 
yesteiday's iasiio shows that the L'egula- 
tioiia rijceiitly issued liy tho Dep.u tmeul 
of Marine and l'"islierius are not con- 
sidered by tlie canuers on tlie Fraser 
either fair or judicious. Our corres- 
pondent has a thorough uuderstandiqg 
of tho subject on M'liicli he writes, and 
the opinions wliieh he expresses niuy be 
regarded as those euteitained by every 
iutelLigont niun coiaiectcd with the 
salmon packing industry on tlie Fraser 
river. 

It is very singular that the depart-' 
ment cannot make rules for the regula- 
tion of tlio salmon fishery which are ac- 
ceptable to the eaimers. It would be 
thought that when the (iovernniont in- 
terfered in so iniporliiiit an iiidiiiitry asi 
that of salniou-packing on the Fruser, it 
-would do al^.it possibly, could oousiateut 
with the preservation of the fish to nieet 
the views of the men engaged in the 
business. These uien uiiclersland just 
what is recjuireil lu be tlime. 'I'lie 
UoiJartnient piaclicully liiii'.vs very 
little about snlniou lishiii^ in Britisii 
Columbia, and it is very evi- 
dent that it does uot want to 
Icaru. The regulations which the can- 
iiors complain of nre not those which 
have been niaile to protect the libh. 
They are purtcctly satistied with tin 
leujj'th of I lie time allowed for the sal- 
mon to go up the river^^ifreo,jOf all ob- 
struction, but the department has so ar- 
ranged that interval as to he of the 
greatest possible iuconvonicnco and loss 
to tho canncrs. Apimreiitly the now re- 
gulations give tl'.e eiiiployus a day ol 
rest on Sunilay, but it is ingeniously 
cuatrived so OS to force theui to work on 
Sunday when they should rest, aud to be 
idle on Monday when they would rdthei 
be at work. It is of such meddlesome- 
ness as this that the canners com- 
plain, which is the result of igiioruiice 
aud wroiigheadediifcss oa the part of the 
ofiSqials of .the ; Department. v.\:Xhe (io- 
veminent should have speeifie'd tke num- 
ber of hours in which fishing shduld be re- 
mitted, but it should have adopted the 
suggestions of the cannera as to when 
tho interval slioiild begin. Provided 
the river is free for the required number 
*V^^f hom-s it is a.mattei; of Luditi'ei ence to 
the goveirument in what part 
week it is to be totally 
but it makes a great deal of ftut til 
to the canners when they sMiii-"'!; AjC 
work and when tliey .shall _ begin again. 

\\ e are uot surprised that our cor- 
respoadent shotild be. ali a loss to ac 
count for the motive ; of the ^officials in 
making this rule simply vextftiotis. But 
it is of a piece with a ' vei-y ' ^eiit deal 
that they Jo. They are conceited aud 
self-suliicient, besides being densely 
ignorant, and they really believe that 
they can, in their offices at Ottiltwa, 
regulate the fisheries better thai) nien 
who are on the spot and who have speut 
years in gaining the experience they 
possess. 

We beg to direct the readi r's ultuii- 
tioii again to the fact tlial the part ol 
llif rcgulatidiis that excites the auger 
and the contempt of the canners has 
nothing to do with the protection, Qf^tlie 
fish, but is a mere business detail, 
which can only be judioionsly i ngulatpii 
and properly understood by jnaclical 
canners. The Fisheries Uepartuienl 
has no occiise in mischievously meddling 
as it has done. 

The canners of the Fraser Kiver als( 
complain of the dLscriminutioii that han 
been : exercised in the matter of the 
licenses. They cannot see why ll^ey 
should 1)0 compelled to pay twenty dol 
lars, and even liity dollars, for a boal 
licciiHe, while others pay only live dol 
lars. It IS very diliicult 10 imagine the 
reason of tliis discrimination. It cer 
tainly is uot to protect the salmon, 
which is the fundamental principle of 
tho regulations. The limit iition of the 
number of boats is siillieieiit to etlcct 
that object. The lii^;h liceiibe 
is simply a ta.\ 011 the ))U.si- 
ness. But if a high license 
is necessary to regulate the i canning 
business, why are not all treated alike ? 
Why arc .some bled more freely than 
others ? is salmon packing ' ou the 
Fia.ser like liipior .'selling, a business 
dangerous to the ecimiuinily in whicli it 
is carried on ': The tax of tv.cnty 
dollars does not come out of the fisher 
men who are employed by the canners. 
A large proportion of tho fishermen are 
Indians, who, being lords ; ,of the soil, 
disdain to pay any license ■ at all, 
whether five or fifty dollars. The 
CBiiner who employs an Indian must 
make hiiu a present of the license what- 
ever its cost may be. He gets jn.st as 
much for the fish he catches as white 
fishermen. The white fisherman pays 
fivf. dollars licii^iise fee, hut he will pay 
no more. Ho gets llie saiiie price for 
\ni lisli as his neiglilior, the Indian, who 
puys no license, and as the white boat- 
owner, who is one of th" favored liif); 
why then should he pay twenty dollars 
-for a privilege which anothei gels for 
five 7 He will not do it, so the fifteen or 
the forty-five, as tho case may be, comes 
out of the canners' pocket. 

We are (ii>l. siirjirised that the can- 
ners feel tliat the discriminations are 
unjust and that tin y heli(!vc that if the 
Ministerof .Marine were 'ic<|uaiiited with 
the salmon fisheries of this provinco the 
regulations would in nniny respects be 
very different from what they iiro. But 
what can be expected of a Department 
that knows nc.\t to iiothiiii; of the eon 
ditioiis under « Inch 1 he salinon linhery 
of British Columbia is carried on ? The 
Minister of Marine hiu been urgently 
requested to visit Uritish Columbia to 
see for himself what is required for the 
proper regulation of tho salmon fishery. 
It was hoped and expected tlint ho 



would have made it convenient to visit 
this province before ^low regulations 
were issued. British Columbia^ is well 
worthy a visit from the head of the 
Fiiheries Uopartrnwut. There is uo in- 
terflsl under the control of that Bepart- 
men!- of more importance than the 
aalmou fishing interc«t of the Fa- 
cifio coast. It is altogather 
too ffiportimt • 8ii-;r^iatew(A r-- to 
be ooht'rblled •' b^'^^bfflcial" undor- 
luigs at Otta^va who think that 
they possess suflicient knoirlodgo to run 
not only the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, but all tho other departments 
as well. Tho master's eye is needed 
here. Some one whose ideas do not run 
in tho riit of officialism should make a 
atiidy of the Ib-itish Columbia suhnon 
Hailing industry with the view of fram- 
ing for it a sot of regulations which will 
extend sufficient proteoliou'i to the sal- 
mon and at the same time treat' the oau- 
iiers fairiy^Vandjiot hamper '^Ihem with 
restrictions that are piiiely 'vexatious. 
Wfi trust that the Hon. Mr. Tujjper's 
i'^mc of duty will impfl him I" \!\:y a 
visit to this provinco aud give tho sal- 
mon fishini; industry Wre'' the attention 
that its importance demands. 



BISMARCK'S BFiTlRSMENT.- 

Prince Hisniarck is represented as be- 
ing angry at tho way in which his re- 
lignatiou has been reswved , by;"^^^^ peo- 
ple of Germany and the nations of Eur- 
)pc. Wo believe that he has beeiigro.ss- 
!y miarepreseiited. IbsniarcU is too much 
1 man of the worlil to expect either his 
[ellow-countryinen or the world in gen- 
'-eral to exhibit signs of dismay at his 
.^Ucement from the political arena. He 
is no doubt a very groat man, and he 
knows it. As Chancellor of the Empire 
lie was u power in Europe, a pownr that 
was hated and feared as well as admired 
.ind loved. No matter how or when he 
retired there are many who would re- 
joice and many who would be sincerely 
jorry. But it was not to be cx- 
piH!tcil that either those who weri' 
,'lad or those who were sad would inaUe 
my iinnsual exhil'ition of feeling. They 
were both under powerful restraints, 
riiose wlio felt relieved to have Bis- 
marck out of the -way did not know 
what the regime of his successor would 
he. It is i|uite possible tliat W'illiiiin 
II., who appear.s determined to he liis 
own Prime Minister, will he sterner 
and more oppressive than even I'us 
iiiarck was. Those who viewed the re- 
tirement of the Vman of blood and iron" 
with foreboding may have feared to 
offend the Emperor by making too great 
a show of their regret. Bismarck knows 
all this, aud he knows besides that 
there is no man indispensalile in 
this world. He is not so simple 
as to believe that he was the prop and 
niaiust.iy of Germahy, and that when- 
ever he was removed th« fabric which 
he had built with so much thought and 
at such a fearful expense, would in,- 
mediately fall to pieces like a house of 
cards. It is not likely that liisniarck 
cherishedj, any such delusion, and l:e 
must indeed have been greedy of hom- 
if he was not oiitisficd with the 
"'■"wspect iiiid regard he re- 
'W.'.'eil Ironi men of all nations. 

Time will tell whetlier Bismarck had 
lived his day and completed the work 
he had to do. It is not to be expected 
that the ship of state would go adrift 
as soon as his hand was taken from tlie 
helm. The impetus she received 
under his guidance will keej) 
her ou her course for a while. It is 
much too soon too look for tho result! si 
the new administration. The indica- 
tions are that General Caprivi will 
never occupy the place in. the German 
Government that Bismarck did. The 
present Emprror is a very diflerent man 
from his grandfather. He evidentl)' 
will nut place himself in the hands of u 
minister and be guided by him in all 
important concerns. He has a will of 
,hiB iqwA, .and Jhe lias atsq , confidence in 
his own power to rule. Whether thai 
confidence is well grounded or not. no 
one yet seems to know. It is evident 
that his determination not t(j snhniit to 
ministerial control was the cau.se of tin- 
difference between him and the great 
Chancellor. This jdoterminaUon may be u 
good thing for his people and' for Eu- 
rope and it may ho the reverse. Every 
thing depends upon the ability and the 
temper of the young Emperor. Ue is 
more independent of his ministers than 
any other European sovereign except 
the C/.ar of Russia, and whether he can 
make a good use of that independence 
remains to be seen. He has l)Ogun well. 
He, contrary to expectation, seems (lis 
posed to keep the jieaee. He goes (tvei; 
further and declares his interilicni to 
promote social reform. He has taken a 
step in that direction by convening an 
hiternational labor convention. All the 
great powers are / represented at that 
convention except Russia and Americiv. 
Ii, is not e.Kpocted that the deliberations 
of tho social reformers who are consider- 
ing tlic groat qiiiistion of the day in 
15erlin will result in any iiractieal gooil. 
But who knows? It is the uiie.'ipeeted 
that happens. It, . is evident {that the 
Emporor of Germany has made up his 
mind to do what he can to give practical 
eiTeot to the oonclnaions at wliicli the 
Convention arrives. Would I'iamarek 
give liim any cllicient aid in the work '.' 
It is not likely. His talent does not lie 
in that direotion. '
